N. S. Onthe 6th inftant, early in 
the Morning, a Detachment of 10000 Spaniards pafled 
the Po at Placentia, and furprifed and defeated a Body 
of 4000 Auftrians at Codogno. The Attack was made in 
four Places at the fame Time : Generals Platz and Cav- 
riani being both abfent from their Pofts, General Grofs 
took the Command, and colleGting his Troops as well 
as he could, made a good Defence tor four Hours, in 
which the Warafdins behaved with great Bravery, and 
fuff-red much; but the Nature of the Groand not fuf- 
fering the Cavalry to act, and being overpowered by 
Numbers, the Aultrians were at laftdifperfed, and Ge- 
neral Grofs and grvat Numbers made Prifoners. The 
Spaniards make the Lofs of the Auttrians amount to 3000 
killed and taken Prifoners. They have carried the Ma- 
gazines, Artillery and Baggage wh ch they found in Co- 
dogno, to Placentia, 

Whitehall, May 15. By Letters from his Royal High-

I have fent to the 
Furnace and Raven to join me as foon as poffidle, and 
hope we fhall itill have it in our Power to give a better 
Account of them. We all have fuffered pretty much 
in our Matts, Yards, Rigging, and Sails, and | believe 
we have not left them ina condition of putting to Sea 
immediately. We fiw feveral Chefts and Barrels on 
Shore, which we judg’d to be Arms and Ammunition, 
and landed from thefe Ships : and we alfo perceived 
many People in Arms by the Water Side. 


From Wye’s Letter, London, May 17.;
